Rehearfal. It was to Stop their Blafpheming 
I did it. They have been Bla/pheming all a- 
long, before I ever put Pen to Paper. And 
they Deluded the poor Un-thinking People, 
and Compell’d them to Blafpheme with them ; 
while they Arrogated to Themfelves an Attri- 
bute of God, to Create Government; and-givea 
Santtion to it Obligatery upon Confesence, which 
None but God can do. This is putting our 
felves in the Place of God, and Ufurping his 
Prerogative. Exalting our felves Above alt that 
is Call’d God, that is, Above all Kings, and 
all Authority whatfoever upon the Earth. 

And befides the Bla/phemy of this, it brings 
Ir-Remediable Evil upon the World; it ut- 
terly Diffolves and takes away the Band of 
all Government of what fort foever, and 
makes all Peace and Settlement Impracticable 
for Ever. It Juftifies all Rebellion, or rather 
makes no fuch thing a Rebellion, except that 
of the King Rebelling againft his People ! 
For the M€affer cannot Rebell againft the 
Servant, the Conffituenrs againft the Conftitu- 
ted. Therefore the Objervator has Pofitively 
Maintain’d, That ther never was, or can be 
any fuch thing as Rebefion in the People. As 
I have before Quoted him, in my Num. 88. 
And Mr. De Foe has Aflerted, That when- 
ever the People took Arms againft their Prince, 
it was by the Jn/piration. of Ged, which is 


- a Sin apainft the Holy Ghof, in Fathering 


all Rebelion upon Him. This you will fee in 
my Num. 25. And now laft of all the Rights 
has Drove the Nail to the Head, and made 
it Impoflible for the People to Rebel! againft 
God! For if He Derives His Power from 
Them, They are the Conffituents, and He the 





thofe Principles they have fo Greedily Em- 
brac’d. . 

And I may Boaft of a very Happy (but 
Unhappy) Vittory over them. Unhappy, That 
men fhou’d Chufe rather to Bla/pheme, than 
Quit a Wicked and aSenfelefs Principle. But I 
hope it will be Auppy, in having it fo Plainly 
Difcover’'d, as mult Convince every Man, that 
is not under a Judicial Blindne{s and Hard- 
nefs of Heart. And will not only Convince 
men, but Fright them from thefe Lew’d 
Principles of Kebehion; When they fee the 
Vizard pull’d off, and Lucifer himfelf under 
it. And that no man Can Rebel againft a 
Lawfull Earthly King, buthe is at the fame 
time in Rebeilion againft' the King of Heaven ; 
from whom (and not from the People) all 
other Kings Berive their Authority. And 
that Setting up this Aachority in the People, 
is not only againft the Fact of the Begin- 
ning of Mankind and of Government, as Re- 
corded to Us in the Holy Scriptures ; And 
Impratticable in the Nature of the thing, as 
I have Abundantly fhew’d; But likewife, 
That in Confequence it ftrikes at the 4utho- 
rity Of God Himfelf: which now we fee 
Own'd and Afferted in Terms, by thefe Advo- 
cats for the Power of the People. 


(3.) And if they will ftill Continue to 
Blafpkeme, we muft {till purfue them. When 
St. Paul taught Chri in the Synagogues, it 
is faid that many of the Jews did Oppofe 
and Blafpheme. But that did not ftop his 
Preaching. Nor muft it ours. If fome will 
Harden themfelves, it muft not Hinder us 
to Endeavour to Save others. The Go/pel is 
call’d the Savour of Death unto Death to 
Some, in whom the Ged of this World hath 
Blinded their Eyes: And Our Saviour fays, 
That it fhall be more Tolerable- for Sodom 
and Gomorrah than for them who Refufe to 


Confiituted. So that he may Rebell againft hear thofe whom He has fent ; and that they

No more will 
you find in what this Auber calls the Horeb-

Rebearf. This makes God to be only a Tem- 
poral King, by Vertue of that Contract which 
(he fays) the Houfe of J/rael. made with God, 
he fays not. which God made with Them, as 
He did with Noah, &c. For that wou’d be no 
Ground to fay, That they had Eleéted God 
to be their King, and that He Reign’d by an 
Authority Deriv’d from the People! But the 
Rights puts the chief Part of the Contraé upon 
the People,that for the Eleétion was in Them, and 
confequently that the Authority of God was 
Granted to Him by their Grace and Favour, 
to be Held by God under Them, as being 
Deriv’'d from Them! And the Rights fuppofes, 
That the People Chofe God tobe only a Tem- 
poral King to them, and thence Argues, That 
God like other Kings, put only Temporal San- 
étions to His Laws, becaufe he wou’d not Ex- 
ceed His Commiffion | 


(6.) Country-m. O! Hideous! How then 
came Chrift to be King of the ews? They 
did not Chufe Him, but Rejeéted Him, and it 
was the Veices of the People Prevail’d to have 
Him Craucif’d. Yet he gave them Laws with 
Refpect of a future State. And fo took more 
upon Him than like other Kings, who can 
give none but Temporal Sanéttions to their 
Laws. To which it feems God was Litmited, 
as the Rights fays, by the Contraé the People 
made with Him.at Horeb, that He fhou'd not 
Exceed Temporal Penalties, like other Kings.

Or ‘had not the People as much 
Freedom to Chufe their Meffiah as their Gd? 
And to make One their King as well as the 
Other? The ews, may thank the Rights for 
this Argument. Let them come in with the 
a of the Diffenters as Admirers of this 
Book. 


(7-) But Adaffer, is it fo, That ther was 
nothing of a Future State Reveal’d to the Fess 
in the Old Tefament? Tho’ it is nothing to 
the Argument of the Rights whether it was 
or not. For God was their King, whether 
they wou’d or not, or whether He Reveal‘d 
a Future State to them or not. 

Rebearf. This Author has forgot, or has not 
Read how our Saviour convinc’d the Sadduces 
of ‘the Refurrettion trom Evxod. iii, 6. And 
the reft of the Fews did all along believe it, 
and doto this Day. And it is plain from 
Heb. xi. 13. to Ver. 17, That the Patriarchs 
before Adofes did believe it, and underftood 
the Promife of Canaan asa Type of Heaven, 
And ver. 35. Shews that they firmly believ’d 
the Refurrettion, before our Saviour came 
into the World. And Ag, iii. 21. tells us, 
Thatit was fpoken of by al! the Holy Prophets, 
fince the World began. \s is exprefly faid Dan. 
xii, 2. That the Dead fhall Rife, fome to Ever- 
lafting Life, and fome to Shame and Everlajting 
Contempt. And it is faid, I/ai. xxvi. 19. Thy 
Dead Men fhall Live, together with my Dead 
Body hall they Arife. And Chap. \xvi. 24. 
They foak go forth, andlook upon the Carcafes of the 
Men that has Tranfgreffed againft me; for sheir 
Worm fhail not Die, neither fhall their Fire be 
Quenched, and they fhall be an Abhorring unto all 
Flefh.. And $ob, who was either before or 
Cotemporary with Mofes fays, Chap. xix. 25, 26. 
1 know that my Redeemer liveth, and that He fhall 
ftand at the latter Day upon the Earth; and tho’ 


Fief I foal fee God. So that this was a Settl’d 
Dottrin before Mofes, Even fince the World 
began, as St. Peter faid, Af. iii, 21.
